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REMARKS 



The named assignee of the above-referenced issued patent is recited 
incorrectly. In order for the Applicants/Patentee to correct such error under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.323 (e.g., Certificate of Correction), a petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.183 
must be granted 

In response, the Applicants hereby respectfully submit this Petition Under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.183 for the above-referenced issued patent. 

A petition of this nature should include the following: 

(A) the petition fee required by 37 C.F.R. §1.1 7(h); 

(B) a request that 37 § C.F.R. 3.81(a) be waived to permit the correct 
name of the assignee to be provided after issuance of the patent; 

(C) a statement that the failure to include the correct assignee name on 
PTOL-85B was inadvertent; and 

(D) a copy of the Notice of Recordation of Assignment Document. 

(A) The Applicants submit the required petition fee set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 
1.17(h) for $130.00 by check. 

(B) The Applicants request that 37 § C.F.R. 3.81(a) be waived to 
permit the correct name of the assignee to be provided after issuance of the 
patent. 

(C) The Applicants hereby assert that the failure to include the correct 
assignee name on PTOL-85B was inadvertent. The Applicants inadvertently 
submitted an incomplete assignee's name (e.g., Hitachi Global Storage 
Technologies) in section 3 of PTOL-85B upon payment of the issue fee. The correct 
assignee's name should appear on the bibliographic data page of the issued patent as 
"Hitachi Global Storage Technologies Netherlands B.V.". 



(D) The Applicants submit the correct recorded assignment data for the 
above-referenced issued patent in an attachment. These data were obtained via the 
results of a Patent Query from the Assignments on the Web of the U.S.P.T.O. website 
performed on 10 March 2005. The attachment discloses much of the same data found 
on the Notice of Recordation of Assignment Document requested.
